The Judgesafter this having mett feverall times, at Jaſt gave 
their Sentence the 11 of Auguſt, in perfuancc'of which Sentence 
Grandval beirgacqainted that he wastodye the 13 of Auguſt, He 
didgiveall the marksofa true repentance of his crimes, andthe 
ſame morning before heweat to execution he writt in the preſence 
of the Fiſcal, the Miniſters and two other Perſons this following
